Thomas advocates equal educa- 
tional chances for al] men—a demand 
which t occasion surprise in 
America, but a very natural one 
here, where the public elementary 
and preparatory schools are not in 
the same class with those in the 
United States. He would enlarge 
the system of old age pensions so 
that the state wotld maintain all 
aged workers at a decent standard 
of living. 

It is perhaps unknown to mos’ 
Americans that British labor favors 
state contro] of the liquor trade. 
Thomas is particularly keen on this 
point. Then there is the question 
of nationalization of the great pub- 
Mo services—of transport, heating, 
lighting. He would have a league 
of peoples rather than a League of 
Nations though he is a strong sup- 
porter of the present movement. 


MEANS RADICAL CHANGES. 


) No suggestion made by Thomas is 


revolutionary in the sense that it ts 
Unconstitutional, but the sum total 
of the changes would revolutionize 
the whole economic life of Britain. 

The middle classes are more 
afraid of Labor tham the leading 
manufacturers, bankers and mer- 
chants. It is men of the type of 
Thomas Clynes and Henderson, who 
realize this fact and are constantly 
trying to hold in check those of their 
fellowers who would abandon con- 
stitutional methods for what they 
believe would be a shorter route to 
Labor supremacy, but which the 
leaders know full well would lead 
only to national disaster. 


_ AGAINST EXPEDITIONS. 


Not a British Labor leader fa- 
vored the military expeditions 
against Bolshevik Russia and there 
is a strong campaign, not confined 
to the workers, against the expedi- 
tion in Mesopotamia. Because ia- 
bor is opposed to the Russia block- 
ade and costly military adventures 
it would be a mistake to charge the 
workers with belng sympathetic 
with the Bolshevik system. 


Perhaps in the large group of 
of miners who gathered re- 
cently in 10 Downing street to con- 
fer with the Prime Minister there 
were some who would gladly wel- 
come Communism in England, but 
they are a small minority.

At Petrograd the 
population numbers 600,000, while 
for the distribution of food the 
management of the two mills, ten 
bakeries and soup kitchens there is 
a Staff of 40,000.

VERY EXCITING. 

While loosely played, at times it 
fairly bristied with thrilling forward 
passes and sweeping runs. 

The Yale players battled so sav- 
that, although the Cambridge 
several times drove the Elis 

back to the shadow of their own 
goal posts, a touchdown was beyond 
the physical ability of the Crimson 
eleven, ted by Arnold Horween. 

In this crisis Harvard fell back 
wpon the kick and three times out 
of five booted the ball between the 
uprights, while Yale left the field 
with the satisfaction of having partly 
checked ite greatest rival in a tri- 


umph that was considered such aj}: 


foregone conclusion that Harvard 
cohorts were offering odds of 3 to 1 
before the game. 

FINE DEFENSE. 

Both teams showed a stronger 
Gefense than attack and this was 
particularly notable in the case of 
Yale. Harvard found it reasonably 
easy to gain ground between the 25- 
yard lines, but, once within striking 
Gimtance, Yale stiffened. Considered 
entirely from a technical standpoint, 


tarvard outplayed Yale as a team, 


Dut the individual efforts of the Eli 
eleven offset this team advantage. 
Against the simple plays of the home 
team Harvard flung a compact or 
wide defense, as the attack required, 
and seldom did the Eli ball carrier 
find an avenue of advance open for 
More than a second or two.

SAN FRANCISCO, Nov. 20.—

A MASSACRE. 
The score, large as it is, scarcely 
tells the story of the massacre. It 
doesn't give a good enough idea of 
how the Bear line ripped the Stan- 
ford defense to shreds; it doesn't 
tei how the California backs 
smashed through these ragged holes 
in the Card line for long and con- 
sistent gains; of how the Bears 
played football in all its phases from 
bucking center to forward passes. 
Three minutes after the game start- 
ed every person in the crowded grand 
stands could read the handwriting on 
the wall without the aid of field 
glasses. Morrison kicked to Stan- 
ford, the ball sailed high in the air, 
giving the California ends plenty of 
time to get down the field. Dave 
Levy received the kick, fumbled it, 
and the Bears recovered thirty yards 
from the goal. 


RIGHT THROUGH. 


Morrison, Toomey and Sprott

STRESSES NEED 
FOR NEW SEWER 


City Engineer's Report Says 
Delay Now Dangerous. 


Annual Summary Shows V ast 
Highway System Here. — 


Grade Crossing Eliminations 
‘Now Vital Problems. 


Orders for street improvements 
and sewer connections more than 
doubled in the fiscal year ending 
June 30 over the number of similar 
orders for the preceding twelve 

onths, says the annual report of 

ty Engineer Griffin, just printed 
for submission to the City Council, 


and the rapid growth of Los An- 
geles makes the demand for a new 
outfall trunk sewer to the ocean 
pressing. 

The city’s growth may be meas- 
ured by the fact that during the 
last fiscal year almost twenty-six 
miles of main sewers were con- 
structed, and almost nine miles of 
house cofinection sewers were laid, 
bringirig the total length of the sys- 
tem up to 878 =miles, the report 


Dedicated streets of Los Angeles, 
if placed end to end, would stretch 
from New York City to the coast of 
France, and on into Europe, almost 
to the Rhine in one place. The 
total mileage of streets here is now 
2306 miles, of which 622 miles are 
paved and 732 are graded and oiled 
and bordered with cement walks and 
curbs. 

CROSSING DANGER GROWS. 
“This immense street system, 
coupled with a population referred 
to in the report as approximately 
600,000 residents, makes the elim- 
ination of grade crossings, Doth of 
steam transcontinental and electric 
interurban lines, extremely pressing. 
The more dense the population be- 
comes, the more vital the need for 
grade crossing elimination, the re- 
port saya, and points out that the 
longer it ls deferred the more prop- 
erty increases tn valve and adds to 
the ultimate cost of an improve- 
ment that will, in the end, have to 
be made. 


but even that large force is more 
than 100 less than the force of the 
year before, and work of the de- 
partment and all of its branches is 
said to be handicapped by the fact 
that capable, trained men are con- 
tinually leaving to accept other posi- 
tions which pay better salaries.
